Black chenllle lace-patterned galloons are
made Into small princesse bonnets trimmed
with chenflle pom-pons, and ddinty Marl.
borough hats that are trimmed with vich
velvet wall flowers, shaded nasturtiums or

Basket-woven plnids are In great vogue.
Some of the evening bonnets and togues worn

Artificinl flowers are used on fall and winter
hats, Velvet they must be, (o bo consldersd
quite “smart,'” and they must be roses or
popples, White velvet popples strenked witn
green are noveltlés from Parls and are much
worn with evening honnets,

“Iress’” wraps of fur are thle season very
frequently lined with a white or very light
fur. Astrakhan ecapes have chinehilla lnings,
otter Is finlshed with gray fox, and Juxurions
and very high-priced garments of seal and
otter have ermine linings with muff and
huge standing collar liped to mateh.

The most notleealile feature of the new
bodice is the coat effect, which Is given by
an added baxque from six to twelve Inches
deep, which falls below a very narrow helt,
It is usually cut comewhat clrcular in shupe,
80 the edge hangs In fluted folds, op plalted
In full box plaits at the back.
